The change does 
not constitute addition of new matter to the application, and would not require re- 
examination. Rather, this change is of a minor nature that clarifies the claims without 
affecting the scope of the claims. Indeed, both the Applicant and the Examiner 
overlooked this matter during prosecution. 

Issuance of the Certificate of Correction containing the corrections is respectfully 
requested. Because these changes are necessitated by Applicant's error, a fee of $100 
is due.
